During the depression years the 
number of elderly people receiv- 
ing old-age benefits was less than 
half the number now receiving 
pensions. The program was start- 
ed in 1930, but for the five years 
following there were few pension 
recipients. 

Age limit was lowered in 1935 
; from 70 to 65, and in 1936 length 
; of residing was lowered from 15 
to five years. 

This year the number of pen- 
sion recipients was again increas- 
ed when requirements were liber- 
| alized and the amount of maxi- 
mum payments increased to $50. 
| The law raised the maximum 
aid to each person from $40 to $50 
}and reduced the county share 
from $10 to $5. The maximum 
$50 is divided with the federal 
government paying $20, the state 
paying $25, and the county $5. 

There are now 4,733 persons in 
San Bernardino county receiving 
old age payments, which totaled 
$226,251 last month.

Mrs. Tift concluded her talk 
with “there is a minor civil war

the government. 

“The camp is an unhealthy set- 
up, both politically and socially.
